^■'y file includes a memo reporting that ^^o Waldron told me that he had it on good 
authority that Hobby fired you. I am under the impression that you had left before 
Jaworski spoke to Hobby and that Hobby was under the Impression, or gave it to ‘^aworski, 
that you were still there. 

The idea of getting you fired seems to have originated with the Commission 1/27/64. 
They did not put it that way but they did talk about having you and Hobby there and of 
him leaning on you to disclose your source. 

The FBI reports of their speaking to you are rather primitive, 

Rankin saw to it that there was no court reporter present when Wade, Carr, Jaworski 
and Storey were there. I've found only a Bankin memo for files recording what he wanted 
to have on record and hothing else.
